NEW YORK—The committee of 
the United Nations economic and 
social council dealing with refu- 
gee problems Wednesday defeat- 
ed a proposal of the Lebanese 
delegate aimed at preventing Jew: 
ish settlement in Palestine. The 
Ukrainian (Soviet) and Yugoslav 
delegates supported this proposal 
while the American delegate 
strongly opposed it. The French 


delegate first supported it but 
later withdrew his support. 
The proposal urged that no 


scheme be sponsored by the pro- 
jected international refugee or- 
ganization which will create dif- 
ficulty in the country of settle- 
ment or a neighboring country, 
and that no resettlement of refu- 
gees be undertaken by the inter- 
national refugee organization 
without the consent of the peoples 
of the country of reception and 
without full consultation with 
member states of the United Na- 
tions directly concerned.

On Bevin Slur

NEW YORK— Members of 
the New York City Council, 
angered by the gibe that New 
York did not want “too many” 
Jews made by British .Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin at the 
British Labor Party convention 
last week, will consider action 
on the slur at the next meeting 
of the Council, it was an- 
nounced here. 


The announcement followed a 
statment by Mayor O’Dwyer ex- 
pressing astonishment at Bev- 
in’s remark. “What right has 
he to say what New York 
City thinks of the Jewish peo- 
ple?” the Mayor said. He talks 
like Joe McWilliams and is jast 
as wrong. New York is proud 
of its Jewish people and with 
good reason. The people of New 
York do not feel as Mr. Bevin 
does. We do feel, however, 
that with the struggle going on 
everywhere in Europe, if 100,- 
000 of these unfortunate people, 
who have gone through so 
much suffering, want to go to 
Palestine and the people of Pal- ~ 
estine want them there, they 
should be helped to get there at 
the earliest possible moment. 
That’s how the people of New 
York feel about it.” 

Simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement, the N. Y. Post re- 
produces documentary proof that 
the ex-Mufti urged foreign min- 
isters of Hungary, Rumania and 
Bulgaria to ship Jews to Poland 
during the Nazi regime in order 
to prevent them from reaching 
Palestine. A photostatic copy is 
also reproduced of a_ telegram 
sent by Gestapo Chief Heinrich 
Himmler to the ex-Mufti which 
establishes the Mufti’s ties with 
the Nazis.

still searching for other members of the armed groups who dyna- 
mited three trains this week in the Lydda district. The Irgun Zvai 
Leumi, Jewish extremist underground group, has acknowledged re- 
sponsibility for the attacks. British military planes were used over 
the main Lydda-Tel Aviv Lydda- :

ATLANTA, Ga.—With the avalanche of pub- 
licity that has been give the rebirth of the 
Klu Klux Klan in Atlanta, perhaps the outside 
world is wondering what has been the reaction 
of the Jewish citizens of this city to the revival 
of this vicious order which promotes bigotry 
and intolerance. Are the Jewish people of At- 
lanta worried or afraid? Has their position 
in the community been endangered or made in- 
secure by the reappearance of these hooded 
hoodlums, who intimidate and threaten the 
weak and unprotected, and, by acts of violence, 
take the law in their own hands to achieve 
their wicked ends. 

We have been told that Jewish citizens in 
other sections of the country are disturbed 
over the plight of their southern co-religionists. 
It is reported that some eastern Jewish busi- 
ness firms have written letters of sympathy to 


Jewish clients in Atlanta, expressing their 
deep appreciation and concern. A Jewish 
woman from another state is said to have 


changed her mind about moving, here when 
she read that the Ku Klux Klan was active 
again in Georgia. 

One amusirtg story has to do with a northern 
Jewish woman whose husband, a field repre- 
sentative for a national Jewish welfare agency, 
was stopping at an Atlanta hotel. When this 
woman read of the Klan’s burning of the fiery 
crosses on Stone Mountain she immediately 
telephoned her husband and begged him to 
hurry home, voicing her fear for his safety 
in traveling through Georgia. 


Jewish People Confident 
Klan On Downgrade 

It would seem from these reactions that out- 
of-state Jewish citizens are much more con- 
cerned about the Klan than are the Jewish 
residents of Atlanta and Georgia. If you are 
one of those who have entertained such fears, 
let this article, here and now, allay your anx- 
ieties. 

The Jews of Atlanta are neither worried 
about nor afraid of the Klan. Of course, they 
recognize it for the evil it is, and they are dis- 
pleased at its revival, just as they would be 
about the re-establishment of any organization 
which spreads the doctrine of hate. But the 
Jews of Georgia have too much faith and pride 
in the renaissance that has taken place in 
this state under Governor Arnall’s leadership 
to take the Klan seriously or to feel that it 
will ever reach its former strength. 

Jewish leaders here believe that the strong, 
nation-wide publicity exposing and denouncing 
the Klan will serve to undermine the organi- 
zation and keep its members from committing 
any overt acts. The KKK in Georgia was 
Stealthily growing and increasing in member- 
ship until it was hit by a sudden and wide- 
spread wave of public opinion following the 
Klan’s demonstration on Stone Mountain that 
fateful night of May 9, 1946. 


Liberal Groups, Press, 
Clergy Denounce Klan 

An aroused citizenry answered the call, chal- 
lenged by this indecent affront to the honor and 
fair name of Georgia. Twenty-four leading 
ministers denounced the Klan from their pul- 
pits, and the Atlanta Ministerial Association, 
with a membership of over 100, adopted reso- 
lutions condemning it. The press began a re- 
lentless fight spearheaded by Ralph McGill of 
the Atlanta Constitution. The Atlanta Journal 
and other newspapers joined the crusade and 
soon the befuddled Klan was reeling from 
shattering body blows. Ellis Arnall, the state’s 
popular liberal and progressive governor, asked 
Attorney General Eugene Cook to delve into 
the inner-workings of the Klan to see if court 
proceedings could be instituted to revoke the 
organization’s charter. Attorney General Cook 
assigned Dan Duke, his hard-hitting assistant, 
and the Georgia Bureau of Investigation to the 
case. As a result of their efforts the state is 
scheduled to begin court action today, (June 
21) to officially dissolve the Klan. 

In the meantime, several other organizations 
had passed resolutions condemning the Klan. 
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Depends on Election for Governor; Definitely Not Afraid 


Among these were the Georgia Council of 
Church Women, American Veterans Commit- 
tee, the Central Legislative Council, CIO, A, 
F. of L., Methodist and Baptist groups, the 
Jewish War Veterans, and a political associa- 
tion of Negro Democrats.

The tremendous effect of this outspoken wave 
of public sentiment is seen from the fact that 
while 250 Klansmen were present at the May 
13 meeting of Atlanta Chapter No. 1, when 
200 applications for membership were received, 
only 120 Klansmen were présent at a meeting 
of the same group on June 3, at which time 
only six applications were submitted, and 
Grand Dragon Dr. Samuel Greene issued a 
“lay low” warning. Thirty-six members of the 
Atlanta police are said to have been present 
at the May meeting while eleven are reported 
to have attended the June convocation. 


Don’t Beliexe Klansmen 
Take Klan Seriously 

That any member of a police force would 
align himself with an unlawful organization 
such as the Klu Klux Klan is in itself dis. 
tressing. However, Jewish citizens of this 
community are hopeful and confident that the 
new wave of liberalism which has taken 
hold of the South will exert itself to crush for 
all time this vicious breeder of hate and in- 
tolerance. It is encouraging to note that most 
Klansmen do not take their membership se- 
riously. A large number never attend meet- 
ings and join simply for the sake of expediency. 
Some are politicians who drift away from the 
Klan after election time. 

The Jewish people of Georgia recognize that 
the future of the Klan in this state will depend 
to a great extent upon the outcome of the 
electrion for Governor which takes place on 
July 17. Arnall, who by state law, cannot 
succeed himself, is supporting the progressive 
candidacy of James V. Carmichael against ex- 
Governors E. D. Rivers and Eugene Talmadge, 
who has been conducting his campaign on a 
pro-Klan basis in which he would deny the 
Negro the right to vote. Talmadge has been 
soundly booed at some of his addresses by 
veterans and vote-eligible 18-year-old college 
students who disapprove of his: racial doc- 
trines. At one of his rallies seven men in 
naval uniform seood up as being in favor of 
the abolition of Jim-Crowism. ‘ 
Barred From Stone Mountain 
By Owners 

As this is being written the owners of Stone 
Mountain have announced that the Klan would 
never again be permitted to meet or hold dem- 
onstrations on Stone Mountain. Although per- 
mission was not granted columnist Drew Pear- 
son to make his proposed anti-Klan broadcast 
from the famous landmark, owners of the 
mountain will allow the American Legion to 
stage a mammoth Americanism demonstration 
at the mountain on July 4, honoring 70,000 men 
and women of this district who served during 
World War II. A rabbi, a priest, and a protes- 
tant minister are scheduled to speak. ‘Miss 
America” and other nationally known celebri- 
ties have been invited to participate. 

Jewish leaders are encouraged also by such 
incidents of inter-faith good will as when a 
group of non-Jewish employees in a local gar- 
ment factory tripled their last year’s contri- 
butions to the Atlanta Jewish Welfare Fund, 
as a tribute to the owner of the plant, who was 
serving as chairman of the 1946 campaign. 

The charge made by Bernard M. Shotkin of 
Washington, that he was deprived of the right 
to practice law in Georgia because of his Jewish 
religion and the influence of the Klan is vigor: 
ously denied by Jewish leaders, who state em 
phatically that Shotkin’s religion had nothing 
to do with his disbarment. 

Cognizant of the potential dangers of the 
Klan, the Jews of Georgia look to the future 
with confidence and hope, cheered and en 
couraged by the expressions of tolerance and 
good will emanating from the New South.

NCRAC Hears Forces 
Fight Anti-Semitism

CHICAGO, — A charge that 
there has been “a resurgence of 
professional! hate-mongering 
throughout the country” since 
V-J Day was made here by Henry, 
Epstein of New York, chairman 
of the National Community Re. 
lations Council, at the group’s 
first post-war plenary session. 

At the same time, Mr. Epstein 
said, “pro-democratic forces seem 
more than ever disposed to nip 
such efforts in the bud.” 

Mr. Epstein’s assertions were 
made in his report on the current 
status of anti-Semitism in the 
United States which he read to 
the council, the membership of 
which includes six Jewish agen- 
cies and twenty-five local Com- 
munity Relations Councils 
throughout the country. 


Basing his report on “facts and 
opinions” gathered from the co- 
operating national Jewish agen- 
cies, Mr. Epstein said one agency 
cited these “grim forebodings of 
what may lie ahead in race rela- 
tions in the United States”: 

“The public reappearance of 
Christian Front elements in New 
York City, the re-emergence of 
the Ku Klux Klan, the militancy 
of the native Fascists since the 
delays of the (Washington) sedi- 
tion trials, the rise ef pro-Fascist 
veterans’ groups, the renewed 
activities of Gerald L. K. Smith 
and the violence in such incidents 
as the Columbus (Tenn.) race 
riot.” 

Mr. Epstein said the Jewish 
agency also reported that the or- 
ganizing effort of G.L.K. Smith, 
the Klan and other groups were 
meeting brisk opposition, expo- 
sure and, in some instances, jro- 
secution in the courts.

That these genuinely learned and 
gifted men, consecrated to truth, 
made themselves instruments of 
the vilest of ideologies and most 
brutal of tyranies constitutes an 
infamy which time will never 
eradicate. 


' THE PHILOSOPHER of “Nazi 
Race Theories,” and also the head 
of the “‘Foreign Affairs Office” of 
the Nazi Party, was Alfred Rosen- 
berg. He supplied Nazism with

Rosen- 
berg became father of the “new 
scientific discovery which we call 
“racial science.” 

With Rosenberg, as guide and 
mentor, Dr. Alfred Bauemler, 
Professor of Philosophy at Ber- 
lin University, promptly granted 
pardon and absolution in advance 
to all who would perpetrate 
crimes against the Jews with the 
solemn declaration that “He who 


really wishes to save the German 
people from the Jewish grip, will 
refrain from nothing in pursuing 


his objective.” Dr. Erwin Bauer, 
a world famous biologist, hailing 
the race doctrines as great scien- 
tific advances, approved “steril- 
ization,” ete. Dr. Wilhelm Kohler, 
an eminent scientist, defended the 
annihilation of the Jews “on the 
most profound knowledge of the 
danger that threatens us from 
world Jewry, whom Adolf Hitler 
unmasked.” 


* * * 
WHILE the entire German 
scholarly world embraced this 
Rosenberg “principle,” two 


classes of learned men _ distin- 
guished themselves above all oth- 
ers with their zeal for, and de- 
fense of, the Nazi theories and 
the crimes they led to, the phy- 
social anthropologists on the one 
hand, and the jurists on the other. 
The former created the “scien- 
tific” base for Streicher, etc. upon 
which to operate. The latter, the 
lawyers, discovered legal “justi- 
fication” for the crimes which the 
scientific biologists proclaimed 
necessary in the name of pure 
science. 


Once it was established “scien- 
tifically” that the Jew was racially 
at the lowest rung of the ladder, 
the Darwinian. law of the“ sur- 
vival of the fittest” was invoked 
to justify the novel -theory of 
Ausmerze-extinction, or in simple 
language, plain murder.

NOT TO BE OUTDONE in 
Nazi zeal and boldness were of 
course the eminent jurists in the 
Third Reich. In 1934 a dozen of 
them issued a manifesto defend- 
ing the legal foundations of Hit- 
ler’s State, deriding “neutral re- 
search,” and decreeing that “a 
crime ceased to be a crime when 
committed for the greater glory 
of Germany.” To “develop the 
legal life of the Reich that it 
serve the Fuehrer and the Ger- 
man Volk” because the goal of 


German jurisprudence, and its 
official guardians, the _ courts, 
judges, etc. ° 


Christianity also did its “bit” 
fo. the Fuehrer, through some 
of its most authoritative inter- 
preters. Dr. Gerhard Kittel, Pro- 
fessor of Theology at the Univer- 
sity of Tubingen, graciously dis- 
covered for the Nazi crimes 
against the Jews religious Chris- 
tian justification in his “The 
Judenfrage.” Race science, ac- 
cording to Kittel, requires the 
“building the Jewish question on 
a religious foundation, and in giv- 
ing the struggle against Jewry a 
Christian interpretation.” Con- 
tending that Jewish emancipation 
was a mistake, he pleaded that in 
pursuing the policy of putting 
the Jew in his proper place, “we 
ought not to become soft.” He 
objected to the killing of “all 
Jews” not on moral grounds, but 
for the purely utilarian reason, 
that it would not solve the prob- 
lem. 

+ * : 

CHRISTIAN leaders organized 
a movement to purge Christianity 
of Jewish elements, to remove 
from the Christian faith “every- 
thing Jewish.” Even the New 
Testament was revised, and the 
Jewish origins of Jesus publicly 
denied. Ernest Bergman, a Pro- 
fessor at the University of Leip- 
zig, “proved” in a lengthy “schol- 
arly” dissertation that Jesus was 
a pure Aryan. 

With the outbreak of the war, 
anti-Semitism, the real Nazi sec- 
ret weapon, was intensified, with 
Hitler promising on January 30th, 
1939—the only promise he almost 
fulfilled—“the annihilation of the 
Jewish race in Europe.” Within 
a few months, three million Polish 
Jews were at his mercy, and with- 
in a few years, at the height of 
his power, eight and a quarter 
million Jews! Had the war con- 
tinued a little longer, European 
Jewry would have been wiped 
out even as he predicted! 

The plan for extermination 
called for the creation of Ghettos, 
since segregation would make the 
task simple. Professor Seraphim 
was the first to suggest a “Jew- 
ish Reservation” at Lublin, while 


a chorus of other prominent , 


scholars earnestly argued that the 
Jews, being racially alien, had no 
place in Europe. Dr. Gross, a 
true Nazi luminary, proudly an- 
nounced that for the Jew the 
“hour of death has come irre- 
vocably.” Scientists were quick 
to grasp the implications of this 
new policy and quickly discovered 
that Jewish extermination was an 
imperative necessity, because the 
Ghettos proved ineffective, breed- 
ers of disease, and an economic 
liability. “The alliance between 
science and politics” was eagerly 
accepted by the German scholarly 
world even where it meant the 
slaughter of six million innocent 
men, women and children. 
* * * 

THE WAR with Russia result- 
ing in catastrophic Nazi defeats 
hastened the program of Jewish 
annihilation. On Marek 21, 1943, 
Hitler again anounced that “a 
war without compassion and 
mercy has been forced upon us 
by eternal Jewry ... and that at 
the end of this war, etc.” Scholars

behind the scenes bickering 
in Washington prior to President 
Truman’s creation of his Cabinet 
Committee on Palestine. ... The 
controversy was. between the 
State Department and White 
House circles. . . . Some of the 
President’s advisors urged him to 
name a personal representative 
with the rank of ambassador to 
follow through implementation of 
the Anglo-American inquiry com- 
mittee’s report. ...

He says that three of the Foreign 
Office vice-commissars are Jewish 
but adds that he never saw a 
young Jewish attache around the 
place and that he had the feeling 
that “blond Nordic types were 
preferred.” ... Gossip reached a 
stage where openly anti-Semitic 
talk was bandied about in some 
circles of the Soviet intelligentsia 
in Moscow, the author reveals.

AL SEGAL Speaks on ANTIQUES 








Some day we'll get there. We’ve 
In 
my town, a president was Jewish. 
Hitler hated Rotary’s guts, and 


heard recently aboui a Jewish lady who 
I likes to collect early American antinques. 
When she hears of one of the beds Washington 
is reputed to have slept in, she makes hasie 
toward concluding a deal for it. 

Her house is full of these relics of domestic 
colonial life and she can exult at great length 
at the history of a well-worn bed spread she 
acquired. 

“It’s so historic,” she rhapsodizes, “so much 
background I shouldn’t be surprised if it went 
back to the Mayflower. It’s from Massachusetts. 
I am simply mad about things that suggest 
background. There’s so much sentiment and 
beauty in them.” 

She gives the impression of a lady who by 
surrounding herself with “background,” as rep- 
resented in antiques, is attempting to com- 
pensate herself for what she regards as an 
awful lack of it in her 
own Jewish life. 

“What’s her back- 
ground? Well, she has 
heard about the peddler 
who was her great-grand- 
father who came _ over 
here in the middle of the 
last century. She can’t 
feel as romantic about 
him as the _ Colonial 
Daughters feel about their ancestors. He was 
just a hard worker trying to make something 
of himself in America, just as the Pilgrim 
Fathers did, but then there was no romance 
on him like that with which history has pol- 
ished up the Pilgrim Fathers. 

He left no: portrait of himself to hang in an 
ancestral gallery. He was so thoughtless as 
not to leave any furniture. There were a couple 
of candlesticks that were handed down from 
his household. They came to the lady awhile 
ago when her grandfather died. 

She put them away, feeling they were some- 
thing too Jewish. She has always made it a 
point to display nothing of Jewish connotation 
in her house. Her grandmother had used the 
candlesticks in the blessing of the candles on 
Friday nights, and so did her mother before 
her. 

The lady has felt there is nothing lovely of 
Jewish life worth keeping around the house. 
Once, after a visit to an antique shop, she said 
to her husband: “How rich one must feel to 
have ancestors and all these beautiful things to 


remember them by!”

SHE HAS IN HER HOUSE a number of 
volumes relating to colonial antiques and I 
recommend to her, and all her kind, that she 
add to her library Dr. Franz Landsberger’s 
work called “A History of Jewish Art.” It has 
recently been published by the publication de- 
partment of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations. 

Dr. Landsberger, an exile from Nazi Ger- 
many, now is a professor at the Hebrew Union 
College, Cincinnati. He was professor of the 


history of art at the University of Breslau and 


director of the Jewish Museum in Berlin. 


He is an old hand at Jewish antiques and 
his search for what is lovely and significant

in Jewish handiwork has taken him much 
farther back than the time of the Mayflower 
ancestors. 

His book discovers ornamental lamps from 
tombs in Palestine, used in Jewish ceremonials; 
it presents a lovely bronze alms bow] out of 
ancient Palestine. (If she could get it, it would 
certaily look grand on the table in the lady’s 
living room.) 

Yes, making and possessing beautiful things 
had to do with all the affairs of Jewish re- 
ligious life from the cradle to the grave, Dr, 
Landsberger says. Their meaning is rooted in 
history far deeper than Plymouth Rock. 

Dr. Landsberger’s .book presents an amulet, 
ornamented with birds and flowers that was 
hung in the mother’s room at the birth of a 
child. ... “The birth of a child had deep: mean- 
ing for a Jew,” Dr. Landsberger writes. “It 
did not only guarantee the survival of the fam- 
ily but also that of his people.” 

That the baby might live and grow up in 
Israel this amulet was hung in the room at its 
birth—against all evil that might prematurely 
take its life. The amulet carries a verse from 
Psalm 121 which proclaims implicit faith in 
God’s help.

THE CHILD DID grow up and in time he 
made his first visit to the synagogue. That was 
an occasion! He brought along a lovely gift for 
the synagogue—an ornamented binder for the 
Torah. On it was embroidered a prayer: “May 
he grew up for the Torah, for the chupa 
(canopy of marriage) and for good deeds.” 

His mother had gone to the trouble of stitch- 
ing on the binder a picture of the boy being 
married under a Chupa: The boy, the girl, the 
rabbi and the bridesmaids. 

(A thing like this should certainly excite 
the lady’s affection for antiques even as much 
as does her bedspreads.) 

The boy eventually comes to the chupa. He 
has given his bride a‘silver bridal belt wrought 
by the cunning hands of a silversr ‘th who 
worked at it like a man conscious of sacred 
doing. (Dr. Landsberger’s book has a picture 
of the belt.) 

His life at home in all the years afterward 
is bright with beautiful things that have to 
do with his religion: Candlesticks, embossed 
spice-box which he uses in the service of fare- 
well to the departing Sabbath, silver cere- 
monial goblets, especially the one that waits 
for Elijah at Seder, chanuka lamp, handsomely 
adorned, ornamental mazuza on his front door- 
post. 

At his death there is beauty even in the grisly 
water scoop used in the cleansing of his body. 
It is decorated with the image of a bearded 
man, naked; a man who came into the world 
with nothing and returns to the earth with 
nothing. 

Oh, yes, Dr. Landsberger’s book will suggest 
to the lady that she has background as deep 
and wide as the history of Jewish life, that in 
Jewish things there is beauty even more sig- 
nificant than her antique bedspread. In the 
meantime she might try out the loveliness of 
her great-grandmother’s candlesticks.

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THE WALLS OF JERICHO 


N THE other side of the Jor- 
dan River and several miles 
from the Israelites’ camp stood 
a large city called Jericho. A 
high wall had been built around 
this city to keep out the enemies 
of the people who lived there. 
After Moses died, God spoke to 
Joshua and told him to lead the 
Israelites into the land of Canaan. 
While the people were getting 
ready to start, Joshua sent two 
men across the River to visit 
Jericho and learn all they could 
about that city. Because Jericho 
was such a large city, and was 
ruled by a king who did not be- 
lieve in Jehovah, Joshua knew 
that the Israelites would need to 
capture it before they could go 
farther into Canaan.

WHEN THE TWO MEN came 
to Jericho, they found the gate 
of the city wall open, so they 
walked in. They came to a house 
where a woman lived whose name 
was Rahab. As they talked to 
her, someone hurried to tell the 
king of Jericho that two strange 
men had entered the city and had 
stopped at Rahab’s house. They 
believed these men were from 
the camp of Israel. 

The king of Jericho said, “These 
men are spies and they have come 
to see how strong our city is. 
They will do us harm if they are 
allowed to return to their camp. 
We must find them and kill 
them.” 

Immediately he dispatched his 
officers to Rahab’s house to cap- 
ture the spies.

BUT WHEN the officers came, 
they could not find the men at all. 
Rahab had hidden them on the 
flat roof of her house by piling 
stalks of flax on top of them. 
Then the officers decided that the 
Isralites must have started back 
to their camp, so they hurried out 
of the gate and toward the Jor- 
dan river to overtake and kill 
them 

The gates of the city were 
locked so that no more spies 
could enter, and the two men 
were prisoners in the city of Jeri- 
cho. 


But Rahab spoke kindly to the 
men. She said “I know that the 
Lord is helping you, for I have 
heard of the wonders he has per- 
formed for you and I am sure 
that the Lord your God is truly 
God in heaven and in earth. With 
His help, you will take our coun- 
try and our city. I will make a 
way for you to return to your 
people safely, if you will promise 
to remember my kindness when 
you come with your great army 
to take Jericho. If you will prom- 
ise to save me and my family 
alive, I will help you to get out- 
side of this wall.

BECAUSE RAHAB had faith to 
believe in the God of Israel, the 
two men promised to save her 
and her family alive. Then she 
took them to a window of her 
house, which opened outside the 
city, for her house was built on 
the city wall. She warned them 
to hide in the ymountains nearby 
for three days because the officers 
of the king would be searching 
for them. 

As they left her house, the two 
men told Rahab to leave a scarlet 
line hanging from her window, 
so the Isralites might know which 
was her house and then they 
would save her and her family. 
Rahab lowered the men to the 
ground by a heavy cord. Then 
s4e tied a scarlet line to the win- 
dow frame. 

After three days the spies re- 
turned safely to Joshua and told 
him all that had happened to 
them. They said, “Surely God has 
given that country to us, for the 
people are afraid of us, and we 
can capture them.” 

When he heard this news 
Joshua and his men crossed the 
River Jordan and made camp on 
the plains near Jericho. They 
called the camp Gilgal.

HEN we say we want our children to 
W.. educated and at home in all the phases 
of their Jewish heritage, we sometimes stop 
and wonder just how we in smaller cities will 
accomplish this feat, especially in the arts. 

Jewish music is not difficult to bring into 
their lives through singing and _ recordings. 
Literature comes to them through well chosen 
pooks. But they have little opportunity for Jew- 
ish expression in the graphic and dramatic arts. 

In New York City, thé Jewish children 
have the benefit of the new JEC Theatre for 
Children, directed by Samuel Citron and spon- 
sored by the Jewish Education Committee of 
New York. Since the first performance of a 
legend, “The Cave of the King,” the Master In- 
stitute has been overflowing with children from 
the Jewish schools.

THE PLAY is about those who seek the 
legendary cave where lies the sleeping King 
David, redeemer of Israel. It was adapted from 
the Hebrew of Yaahov by Mr. Citron. The cast 
is a combination of students from the Jewish

It is reported that when David Pinsky, fam- 
ous Yiddish playwright, saw one of the per- 
formances, he was so impressed that he went 
backstage and indicated his desire to write a 
play made-to-order for the JEC Children’s The- 
atre. 

The chief difficulty 
in presenting Jewish plays has been the 
scarcity of good material. Children love to act, 
and in most communities there is at least one 
talented adult who could direct them.

And please notice, these are not delicatessen meals that may be 
ali right for a picnic or a between-meal-snack. Not that there’s anys 
thing wrong with a picnic meal now and then—just to give Mother 
a day off from kitchen duty. But, a pickup meal is one thing and 
a well-balanced, nutritious combination of easily prepared summer 
dishes is another matter. Well, here’s what you can prepare with 
a minimum of effort and no waiting in line for scarce items.

Spinach Borscht 

Wash spinach leaves and stems carefully in several waters. 

Drain and chop. To each cup of chopped leaves add 1% cups of cold 
water, 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 2 tablespoons sugar, ' teaspoon 
salt and onion juice to taste. Bring to a boil and cook 5 minutes. 
Cool and chill in the refrigerator at least 2 hours before serving. 
Stir into each plate of Borscht 1 heaping tablespoon sour cream or 
thicken with egg yolks. 


Corn Muffins 

% cup fiour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

2 tablespoons sugar (optional) 
4 tablespoons melted shortening 


2 eggs 

% teaspoon salt 

1 cup milk or milk and water 

1 cup cornmeal (white or 
yellow) 

Beat eggs slightly and add salt and liquid. Sift together dry in- 
gredients and stir into other mixture until smooth. Heat shortening 
and beat into batter. Turn into well greased muffin pans and bake 
at 375° F for 25 to 30 minutes. Makes 16 muffins. 


Carraway Muffins 
Add 2 tablespoons carraway seeds to the above batter, or make 
muffin batter of 2 cups all purpose flour instead of mixed cornmeal 
and flour. Proceed as above and bake until nicely browned, approxi- 
mately 30 minutes. 


Cherry Borscht 
1 lb. cherries Lemon Juice and sugar to taste 
1 qt. cold water A pinch of salt 
Pit cherries after washing and removing stems. Combine with 
other ingredients, adding lemon juice and sugar to taste depending 
on the sweetness of the fruit. Cook 5 minutes, cool and chill in re- 
frigerator before serving. Float a spoonful of sour cream on top 
of each serving and add a few mint leaves. Serves 4 or 5. 
Sweet-Sour Green Beans 
Add lemon juice or vinegar mixed with brown sugar to taste 
5 minutes after beans begin to boil in water enough to cover. Amount 
depends on your own taste. Thicken the liquid with 1 tablespoon 
flour or corn starch mixed with 2 tablespoons cold water and cook 
5 minutes after removing beans. Onion juice may be added if de- 
sired. 
Scalloped Potatoes 


6 medium potatoes % lb. store cheese, sliced or 
% teaspoon salt grated 
1 onion - 4 tablespoons cracker or bread 
2 tablespoons shortening crumbs 


1 cup milk 
Pare and slice potatoes and sprinkle with salt. Melt shortening 
in bottom of casserole or baking pan and add finely sliced or diced 
onion. Arrange the sliced potatoes in an inch thick layer over the 
onions, sprinkle generously with cheese and crumbs then repeat 
the potato layers making the top layer cheese and crumbs. Pour 
the milk slowly into the pan at the side, cover and bake 45 mine 
uies at 350° F. Remove cover and continue baking 10 to 15 minutes 
longer to brown on top. Serves 5 or 6.

T has been said that a tune of Sigmund Romberg’s is being 
I played somewhere in the world every minute. Looking at sta- 
tistics, that seems an understatement. Since he wrote his first song, 
on a twenty-five dollar bet, Romberg has composed about three 
thousand songs, and over sixty-five musicals, including “Blossom 
Time,” “The Student Prince,” and the current Broadway smash 
hit, “Up In Central Park.” 

The distinguished composer and conductor of the 54-piece 
orchestra heard on NBC’s “An Evening With Romberg,” and 
now a resident of our thriving little community, tells me he 
was born in Hungary and educated in Vienna. He came to 
America in 1910. Originally headed for an engineering course, 
he turned to music. His first job was at a cafe in New York, 
where he played a piano for fifteen dollars a week and all the 
goulash he could eat. Three weeks later, he moved to a better 
cafe, at twenty-five dollars a week—with fried chicken instead 
of goulash! 

At that time he began composing. J. J. Schubert heard him and 
hired him to avrite the score for the first Winter Garden show, “The 
Whirl of the World,” which started him on his own whirlwind of 
compositions. Since then he has seen one hit after another in 
the movies, on the stage and over the air. His music has become 
part of the American scene. 

Sig is jovial, unassuming and hard-working, whether com- 
posing or conducting. A catchy phrase, glib remark or line of 
poetry may send him off on a creative spree which may last 
for months. Once he gets an idea, he never rests until it is 
down on paper. Often called the American successor to Johann 
Strauss, Sig will celebrate his thirty-fifth year in show busi- 
ness this summer.

Yehudi and his two sisters, 
gifted pianists, never went to 
school, receiving instead an ed- 
ucation from their mother 
which enables them to speak 
five languages. They were 
never punished, never went to 
the movies or listened to the 
radio. 

In December, 1935, after com- 
pleting a round-the-world con- 
cert tour of 63 cities in 13 
countries, Menuhin retired for 
two years to his Santa Cruz 
estate near Los Gatos, Cal. 
Between concert appearances 
he studies and lives here with 
his Australian wife whom he 
married in 1938, and his two 
children, Zamira and Krov. 

Menuhin is always striving 
for what he believes is the 
meaning of violin playing—‘to 
effect the most perfect realiza- 
tion humanly possible of one’s 
own conception of the com- 
.poser’s message.” He does it in 
a tone universally acclaimed 
as “one of the most enchanting 
sounds in violin history.” 


This gifted artist was born 
on April 22, 1916, in New York 
City where his Russian-born 
father was teaching Hebrew. 
Nine months later Yehudi’s 
music-loving parents moved to 
San Francisco where his father, 
Moshe Menuhin, became super- 
intendent of the Jewish Educa- 
tional society. 

Because his parents were too 
poor to afford a “baby sitter,” 
Yehudi heard his first concert 
at the age of one, sitting 
quietly through the whole per- 
formance. Given a toy violin 
when he was three, the sensi- 
tive child placed it under his 
chin, drew the bow, and threw 
it on the floor when _ the 
squeaky sound came forth. 


A year later he had a real 
violin and a music teacher, 
and three years after his first 
lesson 7-year-old Yehudi Menu- 
hin appeared as soloist with

This worthwhile tome reviews in picture form the 
history of the game and includes shots of famous Jewish fighters 
from the days of Daniel Mendoza through the Barney Ross era.

A GROUP OF LIGHT WRITERS were coming back from Pomp- 
ton Lakes after watching Joe Louis work out. As usual Harry Keck 
of the Pittsburgh Sun-Telegraph was in a talkative mood and spoke 
of Abe Attell. Abe had discussed Billy Conn’s chances against 
Jolting Joe the previous day and was still in the minds of the writers 
who were jammed into the Twentieth Century Sporting Club limou- 
sine. Harry had just finished telling a stirring story about one of 
Abe’s numerous fights. Somehow the ensuing discussion touched 
on the duties of a fight second when Sammy Golden, an old-time 
manager, piped up with a yarn about Attell. 


“Abe was cut and dried about his seconds,” explained Sam- 
my. “He had a good corner man in Al Lippe, but Al was 
warned to keep quiet between rounds. Abe used to tell Al: 
‘I want you to keep quiet. No advice betwen rounds. When I 
ask for water, give me a drink. When I want you to fan me, 
fan me and Ill tell you when to wipe me off. Ill do all the 
fighting, you just have that stool ready when I come back to 
the corner between rounds.’ You can’t say that Abe wasn’t suc- 
cessful with his style of fighting, can you?” 


A little later we asked Sammy why Abe never fought Joe Gans. 
The match seemed like a natural for the times. Sammy replied, 
“Well, you see Abe knew just how good he was. He was cocky 
and conceited. Many years ago I talked this same matter over with 
Abe and he told me why he didn’t care to fight Gans. ‘What’s the 
use of kidding myself. Everything I knew about boxing, and I 
knew quite a bit you’ll admit, Joe Gans knew better than I did.’ 
Coming from Attell that was some compliment. I too must rate 
Joe Gans as the best of all times.” 


HARRY KECK ther told another Abe Attell story. It seemed 
that Abe returned to New York City right after a very hard fight 
with George Cheney. Abe was walking down the street with his hat 
tipped way over his right eye and ear. A friend of his who knew 
Abe to be a cocky boy thought that the hat was tipped too much 
even for the swaggering Attel.

I attended the sessions of the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council in Chicago last 
week-end as a delegate from a 
community, and not as a re- 
porter, and consequently under a 


published regulation of the or- 
ganization I am not able to tell 
you any detail of what took 
place. 

Yet if I could report to you 


what took place, it would be one 
of the most salutary innovations 
in the American Jewish commun- 
ity. As an illustration of this 
point, take the complaint made 
because in one midwestern Jew- 
ish community the planned ar- 
rangements to take care of a 
well-known rabble-rouser had to 
be shifted at the last moment be- 
cause the local Jewish people got 
panicky. Here were these men 
supposed to be experts in public 
relations, which means a thor- 
ough understanding of group 
psychology, and means that they 
understand that people’ fear 
things they don’t understand or 
know about, continuing to keep 
the Jewish community in the 
dark, and then complaining be- 
cause these Jewish communities 
get panicky. 


Something is funny  some- 
where. The medieval church re- 
tained its control by keeping peo- 
ple in fear, which might be the 
reason some of our national de- 
fense organizations continue to 
think everything they do must be 
kept secret. 


* can tell you that almost none 
of the proceedings at the Chicago 
plenary sessions of the NCRAC 
need have been held from the 
American Jewish community. On 
the contrary if adequate reporting 
of the sessions were possible, the 
community would be brought up 
to date on what is going on, and 
a much more wholesome situ- 
ation would eventuate all around. 


I came away from the sessions 
more confused than ever, how- 
ever. There is still the confict be- 
tween the Anti-Defamation 
League and the American Jewish 
Congress, although the tradi- 
tional battle between the Ameri- 
can Jewish Comnfiittee and the 
ADL was nowhere in evidence. 
The split between the Congress 
and the ADL was between mili- 
tant and undercover action, and 
neither side was too sure of 
itself. 

Surprisingly enough, I, also, had 
to make a concession. I had here- 
tofore felt that the NCRAC was 
a total flop. I am now willing to 
eoncede that the organization “ 


has effected some progress in its 
task of bringing about common 
action of the four competing 
agencies in the civic-defense field. 
Before I forget it, I should say 
that the Jewish Labor Commit- 
ee should get 


itself a better 


representative than this guy 
Emil Schlessinger. I have never 
been impressed with the Jewish 
Labor Committee ,and now I’m 
about ready to admit that the 
organization must be utterly 
worthless. 

I say I am ready to concede 
that the NCRAC has effected 
some good, and after thinking it 
through, I have decided that in 
new projects that are embarked 
upon, the NCRAC bring about 
close working relationships be- 
tween the agencies, and here and 
there in old sore spots, they 
bring the agencies together, too, 
once in a while. This, I believe, 
is because the agencies are ad- 
mittedly at a loss to know how 
to proceed in many instances in 
the fight against anti-Semitism, 
and are willing to accept help 


from anyone, even from other 
Jews. 
I have tried my best not to 


divulge anything that transpired 
at the sessions that I couldn’t 
have found out from some of 
those in attendance. I have tried 
to limit myself to observations. 
Yet this account would not be 
complete without mentioning the 
fact that the American Jewish 
Congress has made great strides 
in the past few years. 

The Congress has a _ power- 
house in leadership, a group of 
young men against whom none 
of the competing agencies can 
hold a candle, and these men are 
making themselves felt. One dele- 
gate told me that although his 
community had been giving five 
times as much to the ADL and 
the Committee as to the Con- 
gress, that he felt now that the 
Congress should share equally 
with the other agencies. 

There is Shad Polier, son-in- 
law of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, a 
young fellow with a keen mind 
who impressed me no end. Then 
there is the “great” Pekelis, 
whom we will all hear about be- 
fore much more time elapses. His 
name is Alexander Pekelis, and 
his thinking, revolutionary in a 
great many respects, is a beauti- 
ful thing to listen to. Others, 
like Dr. Dave Petegorsky and 
Will Maslow, etc., make up a 
hard-hitting combination, which 
can’t be matched by the other 
agencies. 

I still hold that the NCRAC is 
much too slow a process to bring 
about the unity we need in the 
civic-defense field. In ten or fif- 
teen years, probably closer to 
the latter figure, the civic-defense 
work may be more or less co- 
ordinated, but by then it may be 
too late.

In ad- 
dition to these men, if they ac- 
cept the places on the commit- 
tee, each of the nine blocs of the 
Conference will have one member 
on the committee, which will be 
completed with the additions of 
the officers of the Conference. 


Bevin Thought He Would Win Support Of U. S. ‘Anti-Semites 


PrJCHE most charitable interpretation that can 

be placed on Bevin’s recent speech is 
that he, and that of course means the British 
Government, has become desperate. Mr. 
Bevin was obviously using dangerous language, 
and his attempt to qualify his remark in the 
very same sentence in which it was made, in- 
dicates that he knew this. 

That being so, Mr. Bevin, then, was deliberate. 
This was a purposely malicious statement 
made in full cognizance of its possible effects. 

Just as a great many DPs hearing reports 
of the activities of Gerald L. K. Smith, etc., 
think that the U. S. is in danger of being over- 


run by anti-Semites, so was Mr. Bevin [gq 
astray in his thinking. He thought his remarks 
would find enough sympathetic ears for 
“divide and rule” theory to take effect, and t 
the U. S. demand for the implementation of 
the recent report asking for the admission of 
100,000 would thereby be stalled. 

It is dirty, sneaking politics, and nothing lesg 
than a personal apology by Mr. Bevin will 
remove the stain of this attempt to use any, 
Semitism to further Great Britain’s ends, 

Any boycott of Great Britain by Jews and 


liberals or by Jews alone would be entirely ji 


justified. 


Committe Weighted Against All-Inslusive Idea 


sugg.stion has been made that the com- 
A mittee, not as yet officially announced, 
of the American Jewish Conference which 
was appointed to bring in a report on the new 
body that may succeed the Conference, should 
travel around the country as a committee of 
inquiry. 

The suggestion is a wise one, and should 
be adopted. Under this procedure the plan 
of the Anglo-American Inquiry Committee on 
Palestine would be adopted. First the com- 
mittee would hear all interested agencies, and 
then it would begin a tour of the major com- 
munities of the Wnited States to hear what 
people away from the Atlantic Seaboard have 
in mind for the all-inclusive Conference or 
Assembly or Council that it is honed will come 
out of the American Jewish Conference. 


As to the make-up of the committee, q. 
though it has not been officially announced, 
it is obvious that a deliberate attempt has been 
made to avoid those who want to see an all. 
inclusive body with power to act on the Ameri, 
can scene, although the members at large cer. 
tainly are men of high calibre. Such men ag 
Rabbi James G. Heller, and Arnold Ginsburgh, 
and others who at the sessions of the Confer. 
ence or even at the General Assembly of the 
Conference of Jewish Welfare Funds and Fed. 
erations have called for the type of organiza. 
tion most U. S. Jews want, were left off alto. 
gether, and where this viewpoint is reépre. 
sented at all, it is so much in the minority that 
it is doubtful that anything but a one-sided 
report can be expected. 


The Decline Of The Fraternal Orders 


BRAHAM A. Redelheim, vice-president of 

the Bnai Zion advances the argument 
that the day of the Jewish fraternal order is 
a thing of the past unless the wives of the 
members can be attracted to activity in the 
groups. He believes that with both women 
and men as members, the future of the lodges 
can be salvaged because both man and wife 
are then able to attend a meeting whereas 
otherwise one would have to find some other 
recreation or stay at home. 


Mr. Redelheim’s points are well-taken, but 
he fails to take into consideration the possi- 
bility, which in many communities has already 
proven to be the case, of the lodge meeting 
as a loss from a social standpoint. 


There was a day when the lodge meeting 
was near the top of the social ladder. In 


those days, many Jews did not have homes 
attractive enough to entertain friends, bridge 
and cards were not the fashion they are today, 
there were not the diversion of the radio and 
the movies, and even the automobile was not 
in competition with the monthly lodge meeting. 
As it is today the fraternal order, with or 
without women either in an auxiliary or not, 
is competing unsuccessfully, and despite frantic 
attempts to arrange outstanding programs, the 
trend is surely a declining one. 

In a futile effort to stem the tide, card play- 
ing, bowling, dancing, and other devices are 
employed, but still only the faithful few attend 
the business sessions and really assume their 
obligation in upholding the continuity of a 
vehicle in American Jewish life which served 
admirably in its time, and still has a good 
many years of usefullness ahead of it. 


No Need To Claim As Jews Those Who dave Been Converted 


rTJCHE question of claiming. for the Jewish 

people credit for those famous persons 
who are no longer identified with the Jewish 
group actively is one which it is often difficult 
to decide, but there should be no problem about 
those former Jews who have joined other 
faiths. 

This week two famous persons, Dr. Lise Mait- 
ner and Joe Rosenthal, the photographer of the 
Mt. Suribachi flag-raising, figure in the news 
and Jewish groups evidently are still consider- 
ing them as Jews. 

Dr. Meitner, whose research on atom energy 
was partly responsible for the development of 


the atomic bomb, told the National Jewish 
Monthly and other publications several months 
ago that she has always been a member of the 
Lutheran Church, although her mother was 
Jewish.

You and I, Rabbi Friedland, will 
have to make more of a Beth Ha- 
Midrish—a schoolhouse of this 
Temple. An ignorant man cannot 
be pious and a Jew can much 
less afford to be ignorant than 
other men. Intelligence is one 
of the chief armors of his sur- 
vival. From the point of view of 
Jewish education, we have in- 
herited a lost generation. Thirty 
and forty years ago the parents 
of the children we reach were 
misled into believing that Jewish 
folkways, Jewish culture, and 
Jewish peoplehood could be grace- 
fully abondoned.

HIS is being written on the morning after the large Protest 
Rally in the Madison Square Gardens, Wednesday, June 12, 

The attendance was not as large as was expected—only about 20,000 
people. The weather and the fact that there had been a large meet- 
ing the night before were probably two important reasons. I think 
that everybody was too certain the hall would be overflowed and 


there would be no room. 


Last September I could not get in the hall 20 minutes before 
its scheduled time although I had a press ticket. This time, there 
was room for newcomers after the meeting began. But the meeting 
itself was in many respects far more significant than the one last 


September. Certainly

Bartley Crum now 


emerges as a powerful new champion of the Zionist cause and 
Senator Edwin Johnson, though not an orator, delivered an impor- 
tant address, all the more important in view of the fact that he is 
a ranking member ef the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. 
Silver delivered one of the best speeches of his career, perhaps 
a speech that will have a decisive influence in Zionist history. This 
was almost a dclaration of war on Britain’s present government, 
words spoken after the realization that peaceful negotiations were 


ne longer possible.

IT WAS NOT for the first time that Silver or any other Jewish 
leader proclaimed defiance of the British power in stopping Jews 
to enter their Homeland, but it was the first time that any recog: 
nized Jewish leader referred to a British Minister in such contemp- 
tuous terms (“cheap vulgarian”) and called upon the British people 
to recall him. Also, it was the first time that the issue of the 
British loan was injected into the Palestine question by a Zionist 
leader, when both Wise and Silver emphasized the worthlessness of 
Britain’s pledges. Incidentally, both Johnson and Crum applauded 


Silver’s reference to the loan. 


Last night was not the first occasion when American Jews spoke 
up against the State Department—that happened last summer when 
the American Zionist Emergency Council submitted its historic mem- 
orandum to Secretary Byrnes, in which not only the State Depart- 
ment, but the whole Palestine policy of the USA government was 
severely criticized. But last night was the first time when the State 
Department was singled out for special attack and was linked with 
the British Foreign Office. The decision to take that line came after 
the interview Wise and Silver had with Dean Acheson and Lloyd 
Henderson on May 22, when it became clear that the Middle East 
Division of the State Department (of which Lloyd Henderson js in 
charge) was out to torpedo Truman’s decision with regard to the 


admission of the 100,000 Jews. 


But the unprecedented sharpness was not confined to Jewish ‘ 
Johnson, ranking member of the Senate Committee on 


speakers. 


Military Affairs, quoted chapter and verse to show that Attlee was 
insincere in his talk about the need for military assistance by the 
United States, and branded Bevin’s remarks made at the Bourne- 
mouth Convention of the British Labor Party as “the voice of Herr 


Goebbels.” Crum went further 


and 


branded Bevin’s slur on tne 
sincerity of the American public in the Palestine matter as 


“a lie, 


and Bevin knows it is a lie.” It is not customary for men occupying 
such high positions in the political life of this country like Johnson 
and Crum to speak in such terms of a Minister of His Majesty’s 


Cabinet. 


It was not the first time that American statesmen called upon 
Britain to surrender the Palestine Mandate if she cannot carry out 
its terms. I heard Senator Fullbright say those words some months 


ago at the UPA Convention. 


But this was the first time that the 


United States was called upon to take it over, and that is what 


Senator Johnson said: “She 
assume all of the responsibilities.

Why the Zionist Elections were Postponed 
THINK the Zionists of America are entitled to know the REAL 
REASONS for the postponement of the Zionist Congress elec- 

tions, originally scheduled to be held on June 16th, and now delayed 
until June 30th. Everybody is going to offer a different explana- 
tion, and there will certainly be some who will seek to show that 
the delay is beneficial. 

Postponement was NOT for the best interests of Zionism. Jews 
the country over, irrespective of the group or party to which they 
belonged, had been told to prepare to go to the polls on June 16 
and express ‘their preferences in democratic fashion. Broadsides, 
advertisements, speakers, campaign propaganda in every shape and 
form emanated from the national offices of all Zionist groups, and 
excitement reached fever pitch in many communities. 

Then suddenly, ON LESS THAN ONE WEEK’S NOTICE, the 
whole thing was called off, the vast voting machinery was halted, 
the brakes put on, the date postponed for two weeks. A few party 
leaders sitting in their offices in New York may have found it easy 
to force this decision by threats of boycott, but it came as a terrific 
biow to Zionists in the field, to those who are engaged in the day 
to day work of getting members, raising funds, promoting Zionist 
activity, again, irrespective of party affiliation. 

* a * 

IT IS ABOUT TIME that these party leaders learned that the 
enthusiasm of the average Zionist-in-the-street can not be syste- 
matically roused, developed to climatic pitch, and then abruptly 
turned off like a water spigot. It is time they learned that the great 
mass of General Zionists should not be trifled with. 

I find it difficult to restrain my indignation in the face of this 
flagrant disregard of the Zionist rank and file, this thoughtlessness 
of what the pre-election period has meant to him in terms of or- 
ganization, effort, energy, nervous wear and tear, and expenditure 
of funds, particularly because I know how NEEDLESS THIS POST- 
PONEMENT WAS. 

THESE ARE THE FACTS. 

The June 16 date was set in March, over three months ago, and 
all parties agreed unanimously that it was the best date, prior to 
the inevitable summer slack. When the World Zionist Congress was 
postponed until December the question of deferring the elections 
was raised at the U. S. Central Shekel Board by the Revisionists, 
but all the other parties felt that too much money, time and effort 
had already been devoted to preparing for June 16, and that post- 
ponement would mean a needless waste of additional funds and 
energy. The election date was unchanged. 


# * * 


NOT UNTIL JUNE 11—one week before election day—was the 
bombshell burst, when the Poale Zion, supported by the Mizrachi, 
asked the U.S. Central Shekel Board to delay elections for another 
two weeks. The trivial technicality offered as reason for the delay 
was such an insult to the intelligence, that a Poale Zion spokesman 
blandly admitted he stood on the technicality merely on legal 
grounds, but that the real reason was that his group wanted addi- 
tional time to prepare for the elections. Similar admission was made 
by the Mizrachi. 

The Z.O.A. and Hadassah representatives argued reasonably 
that delay would serve needlessly to prolong the pre-election contro- 
versy, which was already approaching the stage of bitterness; that 
more than three months had been available to all groups for their 
“electioneering”; that the June 30-July 1 dates would find many 
voters away from the city and at summer resorts where they 
would have no access to polling places; that all the publicity and 
preparation had been designed to culminate on June 16; that delay 
would place a strain and hardship upon the Zionists in the field; 
and thai Zionist energies were badly needed in more constructive 
Zionist work. 

In view of these powertul arguments the Central Shekel Board 
decided, by a majority, to proceed with the elections as scheduled. 
Thereupon the Poale Zion and Mizrachi announced that they would 
refuse to recognize the legality of the elections, and would instruct 
their parivy members to abstain from voting. This they did, im- 
mediaiely giving rise to a flood of rumors, and creating a state of 
uncertainty and confusion which doubtless bewildered every Zionist 
in the count 


If WvcCLD HAVE BEEN perfectly legal and proper for the 
Z.0O.A. and Hadassah to proceed with the elections, even without 
the smaller parties. I wish they had. I believe they should have. 
But the ZO.A. was confronted with an admittedly difficult situation. 
There were threats that party members holding ballot forms, as 
officers of local Shekel boards, would not release them from voting. 
There was danger that scuffles might ensue at the polls. It was 
obvious that the Poale Zion would appeal the validity of the elec- 
tion to the Labor-dominated World Zionist Executive, where they 
# we sure of a. very sympathetic hearing. It was a case of political 
blackmail. It was a case of placing party interests paramount, irre- 
spective of the effects on the movement as a whole. It was a case 
of minority effectively gagging a majority by threat. It was a clear 
case of the WAIVING OF DEMOCRACY! 

The Z.O.A. finally yielded and reluctantly agreed to the two 
weeks’ postponement, under duress 

As I write this it has been decided to vote on June 30, but I can’t 
help wondering what other tricks shrewd party leaders may have 
up their sleeve by which to outsmart the General Zionists once more, 
and whether they won’t leave the Z.O.A. and Hadassah holding the 
bag after all. 

What they’re betting on, of course, is either that the General 
7Z-onists will have gone off on their vacations in large numbers and 
will fail to vote at all, or else that the Z.O.A. and Hadassah leader- 
ship can be bludgeoned or intimidated into entering a pre-election 
inter-party agreement, under pressure, for appointment of the Con- 
gress delegation among the parties, and thus make an election com- 
pietely unnecessary. 

I wish the elections had been held on June 16. Now that they 
are postponed, I hope they WII.L. BE HELD, and that every Shekel 
holder will go to the polls and east his vote. And when he votes

the gift. The $20,000 made pos- 
sible the completion of the monu- 
ment in 1843, after years of finan- 
cial difficulty.

ARRANOS Imprisoned by 

Pope Alexander VI _ in 
Rome. The expulsion of the Jews 
from Spain took place during the 
pontificate of Alexander VI, and 
was the indirect cause of a change 
in the old Jewish community of 
Rome.

ranos by Alexander was highly 
praiseworthy. Although a Spanish 
delegation urged their 
expulsion, and in spite 
of the fact that they 
suffered from an infec- 
tious disease, he permitted them 
to remain outside the Porta Op- 
pia. However, when a delegation 
of Portuguese Marranos arrived 
in Rome to complain of the Portu- 
guese government, he ordered 
280 Marranos to be imprisoned, 
but he did not proceed against 
them with any further severity.

EATH of Jacob Pollak. He

IRTH of Jan Czynski, Polish 
Lawyer and Defender of 
Jews. The son of Jewish parents 
who embraced Catholicism before 
his birth, Czynski was through. 
out his life one of the most zeal- 
ous defenders of the Jews. He 
was a practicing at- 
JUNE 20, torney in Lublin and 
1801 participated in the Po. 
lish Revolution of 1830. 
The animosity shown the Jews 
during the revolution was bitter 
and Czynski was unsparing in 
his efforts to prove that it was 
undeserved. On one _ occasion 
when the Lublin populace had 
accused the Jews of evading 
military service, and threatened 
to attack them as traitors and 
spies, Czynski appeased the mob 
and called a meeting of the lead- 
ing inhabitants in the synagogue, 
where he stoutly and proudly de- 
fended his Jewish compatriots. 
Upon the failure of the revolution 
he settled in Paris, where he led 
a movement for the creation of 
a society of Polish Jews in France 
and England. Czynski was a pro- 
lific writer, primarily on _his- 
torical subjects, and in all his 
works and newspaper articles he 
never failed to seize an oppor- 
tunity to espouse the cause of 
the Jews of Poland.

The death sentences, the first 
passed under the new Palestine 
emergency defense regulations, 
are subject to confirmation by 
the British general commanding 
Palestine.
